REQUEST APPLICATION BE PASSED TO ISSUANCE 

Applicants respectfully request that the application be passed to issuance and that 
prosecution is not to be reopened. Applicants filed a response to a final office action on 
November 29, 2004 presenting arguments as to why the claims were allowable. After not 
receiving any communication as to the status of the response after final, Applicants filed a 
Request for Continued Examination on January 31, 2005, in order to have the arguments filed in 
the response to the final office action considered by the Examiner. However, unbeknownst to 
the Applicants, the Examiner acted on the response filed on November 29, 2004 and mailed a 
notice of allowance on January 27, 2005. Thus, the RCE and the Notice of Allowance crossed in 
the mail. Applicants would not have filed the RCE had they been aware of the forthcoming 
Notice of Allowance because the examiner had already considered and acted on the Applicant's 
response. Thus, the RCE was filed with no deceptive intent but rather with the intent to continue 
prosecution only to have the Applicant's response filed on November 29, 2004 considered. 
Since the response was considered by the Examiner and a notice of allowance crossed in the mail 
at the time the RCE was filed, the RCE is moot. 



Applicants do not wish to reopen prosecution and request that the application proceed to 
issuance, as evidenced by the Applicants payment of the issue fee on April 26, 2005.
